New York’s disconcerting skyscrapers 
are vastly picturesqae, and even grand- 
iose in certain lights.

Destroyers to be Larger. 


Reliability in maintained speed rather 
than capacity for great speed for short 
distances is the question now before the 
the Board of Construction of the Navy 
in relation to torpedo boat destroyers, 
bids for whose construction will be 
asked about March 1. It is probable 
that a sustained speed of twenty-eight 
knots will be recommended instead of 
the thirty knots first proposed. 

Williams, the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Transcript writes: ‘The new 
destroyers will have a tonnage displace- 
ment of about seven nundred tons. The 
largest of our destroyers today, the 
vessels of the Truxtum class, have adis- 
placement of 433 tons. As the size of 
torpedo boats has increased it is 
course desirable that the vessels built for 
their destruction should also be larger. 
Great Britain is said to have under con- 
struction a destroyer which will dis- 
place eighteen ‘liandred tons; the effic- 
iency of this size of boat bas not been

Boston, Jan. 2, 1907. 

Senate and House have organized to- 
day, as was expected, by the election 
of Senator William D. Chapple of Salem 
as president of the Senate and John N. 
Cole of Andover as speaker. The 
former officers below this grade were all 
re-elected in both branches. The House 
caucus was remarkable for the extrava- 
gance of the eulogy heaped upon the 
speaker, which must have nauseated 
him, and by the high commendation 
given to republican partisanship. Not 
only was the republican party credited 
with everything done in way of legisla- 
tion, but it was rubbed in, with so 
many words, that, though some of the 
democrats were good fellows, yet they 
were not to be trusted at all in matters 
of legislation. 

It was to be noticed that Spraker 
Cole had a realizing sense of the im- 
portance of the business which is ex- 
| pected to come before the legislature 
this year, and he said, in his inaugural 
address, that it was probably the most 
important for along time. This judg- 
ment seems to be wholly warranted by 
what is in sigbt, including the reports 
of the special recess committees on in- 
surance, taxation and the Sunday laws. 
But Speaker Cole referred particularly 
to the demand on the part of radical 
people for legislation against wealth 
and corporate privileges, and the need 
onthe part of the legislature, not to 
yield to any over-radical measures, It 
was a warning to make the conserva- 
tives think, but likely to make the ex- 
ireme radicals all the more determined 
to push their doctrines. The legisla- 
ture does not have as vigorous expound- 
e1s of socialism as it had when Carey of 
Haverhill and MacCartney of Rockland 
were members, but it may easily have 
50 members who would be as radical as 
they when it came to voting. As the 
speaker said, there is a disposition to 
attack corporate wealth wherever it is 
exposed, 

This disposition cropped out the first 
day in the filing by Senator Vahey of 
his bill tocancel the lease of the Bos- 
ton and Albany railroal td the New 
York Central.

Half of the House are new members. 
This means that it is not as easy as 
usual to judge of the quality and capac- 
ity of the members atthe beginning of 
the session. But the first impression 
of the House of 1907 is decidedly favor- 
able. They average, apparently, to be 
older than the House of 1906. But, 
more than that, they look like a 
brainier body, more couservative, per- 
haps more likely to develop good de- 
baters and leaders. In that respect the 
House of 1906 was not up to par. It was 
more like a mass of good fellows, but 
without the aggressiveness necessary to 
result in satisfactory discussion or 
especially good legislation, 

Politics promises tu cat something of 
a figure in the business of the sessiun, 
though much depends upon the strict 
common sense of the members in sitting 
down upon some who are liable to be 
carried off from their feet by their par- 
tisanhip or their lack of judgment as to 
what is good politics. In the House re- 
publican caucus this forenoon, Repre- 
sentative Cushing of Boston referred to 
the Moran campaign in rather alarming 
terms and he seemed to thiok that 
there was urgent need of much watch- 
fuloess for the honor of the common- 
wealth, as if she were beset by danger- 
ous enemies and needed some sort of 
secret, oathbound order to protect it 
against treason, treachery and ambus- 
cades. But such apprehensions are 
very likely to wear off and it would not 
be strange if the worthy member were 
laughing before the end of tbe session 
at his own nervousness, He thought 
that Moran, by summoning the entire 
House of 1906 to his office in connection 
with the Gethro matter, was trying to 
discredit them all inthe sight of the 
state. But scares a year old in politics 
are very much like scarecrows with the 
crows sitting on their heads and it is 
to be expected that the sight of Moran 
will not always disturb the equanimity 
of the republican members. 

No democratic caucus was held by 
the House members. Veteran James 
H. Bryan of Westtield, who was in the 
House in 1879, and Representative Dean 
of Wakefield said that it was a great 
deal better to be unaaimous in the elec- 
tion of speaker than it was for the 
democrats to have a candidate of their 
own. This view prevailed, and there 
were only two votes for speaker which 
Mr. Cole failed to get. The election of 
clerk was absolutely unanimous. Mr. 
Kimball had been a marked favorite 
with the members ever since he succed- 
ed George T. Sleeper, who ousted Clerk 
McLaughlin in the A. P. A. scare, 
through the aid of Congressman Roberts 
then in the House, and Kimball is most 
obliging to all the members. Everybody 
likes him, with reason, too. 

Experienced members show a dis- 
position to get right at hard work, for 
they realize that there is enough of it 
to keep them busy for a long time. 
They are talking about keeping up the 
fight against the merger of steam and 
electric roads, It seems about im- 
possible to prevent the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford from carrying out 
its schemes. But if the Consolidated 
road is permitted to carry out its plans 
without opposition, it is argaed, then 
the Boston and Maine will do the same 
thing, and then the state will be turned 
over, bound hand and foot, to the big- 
gest sort of transportation monopoly. 
That is what makes the situation look 
so serious for those who want compéeti- 
tion, in spiteof the promises of the 
consvlidators that they will do only 
what is for the interest of the public. 
It would not be strange ifa bard fight 
would come to a head on this matter.

—Any laws which impose vew forms 
of taxation sach as inheritance or ‘in- 
come taxes, ought to include provisions 
for easing the burdens of localities by 
yielding them a share of the revenues 
collected from state taxes.

SWEETS FOR THE CHILDREN. 


Nearly all children especially if 
they be normal healthy children 
crave for sweets, A great many 
parents without any thought 
reason in the matter deny to thei 
children all kinds of sweets. The 
do this from some preconceived 
notion that sugar and candy and 
cakes are bad for the children 
Other parents go to the opposite 
extreme an indulge their children 
in all sorts of confectionery from 
the cheapest to the most expen 
sive, allowing them to eat rich 
indigestible cakes, jams candied 
fruits, preserves, ete 

They both are making a mistake 
Children should be allowed to eat 
sweets—but the proper kind o 
sweets. Cheap, nasty confectioner 
should never be given them, neither 
should they be permitted to have too 
much jam nor any of that indefina 
ble hodgepodge of stuff that mas 
querades under the name of cake 
Beware of cheap painted candies; 
they are poisonous. 

But give the children sweets it 
the form of pure chocolate, honey 
and syrup made from fruit. A lump 


of sugar or a stick of good candy now 


and then will not hurt them. Let 
them eat molasses, but be sure it is 
a good quality. Fruit jellies, if un 
adulterated, and plain cookies that 
are not too sweet are good for chil 
dren. 

Let the children have sweets. Th 
System craves them. They impart 
warmth and energy. They nourish 
and build up the tissues. The best 
time to give the children sweets i 
at meal time Let fruits, jell; 
syrup , molasses, honey or cookie 


form part of each meal and then chil 
ren will not so often plead for cand 
and cake. Let the children have 
sweets.
